In  Mary¬ 
port  approximately  1  birth  in  26  was  a  still  birth  in  1950,  as  compared  with 
1  jn  40  for  1949,  1  in  20  for  1948,  1  in  100  for  1947,  and  1  in  20  for  1946. 

The  still  birth  rate  per  1,000  total  live  and  still  births  was  37.82  as  com¬ 
pared  with  24.59  in  1949,  50.21  in  1948,  9.8  in  1947,  46.8  in  1946. 


DEATHS 

The  number  of  deaths,  registered  as  belonging  to  the  district  was  185 
(i.e.  after  correcting  for  non-residents  dying  within  the  district  and  for  those 
persons  whose  usual  residence  was  within  the  district  dying  without  the  dis¬ 
trict).  This  gives  a  crude  death  rate  of  15.15  per  1,000  of  the  population  as 
compared  with  12.62  for  the  preceding  year. 

By  multiplying  the  crude  death  rate  figure  by  an  adjusting  factor  (“The 
Population  Handicap  )  supplied  by  the  Registrar-General'  the  Adjusted 
Death  Rate  is  arrived  at,  i.e.  the  crude  death  rate  adjusted,  in  so  far  as 
sex  and  age  group  components  of  the  population  are  concerned  so  as  to 
make  it  comparable  from  a  mortality  point  of  view  with  the  crude  death 
rate  of  the  country  as  a  whole  or  with  the  mortality  of  anv  other  local  area 
similarly  modified.  The  adjusted  death  rate  for  Maryport  Urban  District 
is  15.45  for  1950.

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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 

IN  THE  AREA 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  STAFF 

1.  Part-time  Medical  Officer  of  Health.

The  work  of  the  Council’s  Surveyor  and  Water  Engineer  to  a  consider¬ 
able  extent  is  connected  with  this  department. 

LABORATORY  WORK 

The  Cumberland  Pathological  Laboratory  at  the  Cumberland  Infirmary, 
Carlisle,  was  wholly  made  use  of.  The  arrangement  made  whereby  all 
specimens  are  to  be  dealt  with  by  the  Cumberland  Pathological  Laboratory 
is  still  in  force. 

On  the  5th  July,  1948,  all  local  Hospitals  came  under  the  Newcastle- 
upon-Tyne  Regional  Hospitals  Board.  On  the  same  date  all  Ambulance 
facilities  were  taken  over  by  the  Cumberland  County  Council. 

The  County  Council  either  on  its  own  or  through  its  agents  still  carry 
on  the  following  services:  — 

Nursing  in  the  Home. 

Maternity.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  DISTRICT 

WATER  SUPPLY 

The  filtration  and  chlorination  plant  at  the  Waterworks,  Cockermouth, 
continues  to  work  satisfactorily.  The  analysis  of  samples  of  water  taken 
in  Maryport  in  July,  however,  revealed  that  contamination  had  occurred. 
Subsequent  investigation  pointed  to  the  open  reservoirs  at  Papcastle  and 
Hayborough  as  being  likely  sources  of  contamination  and  following  action 
taken  by  the  Water  Engineer  further  samples  of  wafer  were,  on  analysis, 
found  to  be  highly  satisfactory. 

The  supply  is  constant  and  99.97%  of  the  dwelling-houses  in  the  dis¬ 
trict  are  supplied  directly  from  the  Works. 
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It  has  been  estimated  that  the  consumption  of  water  was  approximately 
39  gallons  per  head  of  the  population  per  day  throughout  the  whole  area 
served  by  the  Maryport  Water  Board  (which  included  Maryport  U.D., 
Dearham  and  Dovenby). 

Extension  of  Main. — 394  yards  of  4  inch  water  main  were  laid  during 
1950. 


DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

The  system  of  drainage  and  sewerage  remains  the  same. 

[he  Sanitary  Inspector  made  114  visits  to  new  and  existing  buildings  for 
the  purpose  of  testing  drains  and  sewers. 


CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION 

With  the  exception  of  30  outlying  houses  (including  farms),  the  water- 
carriage  system  is  universal.  The  Sanitary  Inspector  continues  to  strive  to 
get  extra  accommodation  provided  where  necessary  and  reasonably  possible. 
163  W.C.’s  were  added  to  new  and  existing  premises.  The  description  of 
Sanitary  Conveniences  at  the  end  of  1950  was  as  follows:  — 

Water  Closets  3,653.  Pail  Privies  8,  Midden  Privies  22. 

SCAVENGING  AND  REMOVAL  OF  REFUSE 

All  arrangements  made  for  collection  and  disposal  of  house  and  shop 
refuse,  fish  offal,  etc.,  remained  the  same.  Refuse  continues  to  be  disposed 
of  by  tipping,  the  two  refuse  tips  in  use  being :  — 

(a)  One  on  the  waste  land  to  the  West  of  the  new  road  leading  into 
Curzon  Street  from  Grasslot  for  the  old  Urban  District,  and 

(b)  One  in  Flimby,  near  the  Council  houses  in  that  area. 

SANITARY  INSPECTION  OF  THE  DISTRICT 

The  Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  District  is  undertaken  by  the  Sanitary

Mr.  Thompson’s  summary  of  work  done  in  accordance  with  Article  27 
of  the  Sanitary  Officers’  Regulations,  1935,  will  be  found  at  the  end  of  this 
Report.

(a)  Offensive  Trades— There  are  still  2  tripe  boilers  and  2  factories  for 
kipper-curing.  The  premises  have  been  kept  in  a  satisfactory  condition. 
Offal  is  removed  and  disposed  of  privately  by  the  firms  concerned. 

(b)  Moveable  Dwellings  and  Camping  Sites. — There  were  no  licences 
issued  by  the  Council. 

The  Sanitary  Inspector  informs  me  that  he  carried  out  systematic  in¬ 
spections  of  caravans  during  the  two  Fair  weeks. 

(c)  Handling,  wrapping  and  delivery  of  food  and  sale  of  food ^in  the 
ooen  air  Byelaws  under  this  heading  came  into  operation  on  the  30th  May, 
1950  and  give  the  Council  very  wide  powers  with  regard  to  food-handling. 
Formal  action  under  these  Byelaws  was  not  found  necessary  during  the  year 

under  review.

In  this  district  there  are  no  (a)  public,  (b)  privately  owned  swimming 
baths  or  pools  open  to  the  public. 
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ERADICATION  OF  BED  BUGS 

Number  of  Houses  found  to  be  infested :  — 

Council  Houses,  2;  Other  Houses  7;  Total  Houses  Disinfested,  9. 

The  method  employed  for  disinfestation,  carried  out  by  the  Sanitary 
Inspector,  is  that  of  spraying  with  a  proprietary  insecticide  in  an  endeavour 
to  destroy  the  majority  of  the  vermin  in  the  first  place,  after  which  the  tenant 
is  advised  as  to  thorough  cleaning  of  the  house,  the  stripping  off  of  wall¬ 
paper,  cleaning  of  wire  bed  mattresses,  etc.  Usually  after  the  stripping  of 
walls,  further  spraying  is  carried  out.  Owners  are  later  approached,  if  no 
further  signs  of  vermin  are  observed,  to  repair  plasterwork,  etc. 

The  belongings  of  tenants  before  removal  to  Council  houses  are  always 
examined  and,  in  suspicious  or  definitely  verminous  cases,  the  furniture  (in¬ 
cluding  woodwork  and  spring  mattresses  of  beds)  is  sprayed  and  then, 
together  with  bedding,  thoroughly  washed  and  cleansed  by  the  tenant. 

In  all  cases  after  disinfestation  is  carried  out,  tenants  are  advised  as  to 
the  proper  periodical  cleansing  of  houses,  including  the  regular  dismantling 
and  cleaning  of  beds.  Where  walls  have  been  stripped,  often  of  many  suc¬ 
cessive  layers  of  wallpaper,  tenants  are  advised  to  redecorate  the  walls  with 
distemper  in  preference  to  wallpaper. 

Liquid  and  powder  insecticides,  incorporating  D.D.T.,  Gammexane  or 
Pyrethrins  or  combinations  of  these  are  used  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  with 
good  results. 

16  visits  were  made  in  connection  with  bed  bug  eradication. 

RATS  AND  MICE  DESTRUCTION  ACT,  1919,  and  PREVENTION 
OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  1949 

The  Rats  and  Mice  (Destruction)  Act,  1919,  under  which  the  Council 
held  powers  delegated  by  the  County  Council  was  repealed  on  the  31st 
March,  1950,  when  the  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949,  came  into 
operation.  Under  the  new  Act,  the  Council  is  directly  responsible  for  en¬ 
suring  that  its  area  is  kept  free  from  rats  and  mice,  so  far  as  is  practicable. 
No  statutory  action  was  taken  during  the  year  as  the  Sanitary  Inspector  pre¬ 
fers  to  work  with  and  assist  occupiers  of  infested  premises  using  the  tech¬ 
nique  and  poisons  recommended  by  the  Infestation  Division  of  the  Ministry 
of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries. 

105  visits  were  made  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  for  the  purpose  of  inves¬ 
tigating  complaints  of  infestation  by  rats  and  mice,  advising  occupiers  as  to 
the  eradication  of  the  vermin,  laying  poisoned  baits,  etc. 

The  Sanitary  Inspector  also  subjected  the  Council's  refuse  tips  to  treat¬ 
ment. 


SMOKE  ABATEMENT 

Consequent  on  the  consideration  of  a  Report  on  smoke  abatement  and 
fuel  economy  in  relation  to  new  Council  houses  submitted  by  the  Senior 
Sanitary  Inspector  (Mr.  S.  Thompson)  the  Council  decided  to  instal  gas 
cookers  in  place  of  coal-fired  cooking  ranges  in  new  Council  houses.  This 
step,  which  should  have  the  effect  of  reducing  atmospheric  pollution  to  an 
appreciable  extent  was  followed  by  a  decision  to  explore  the  advisability 
of  utilising  the  newer  fireplaces  (approved  in  Circular  170/48  of  the  Min¬ 
istry  of  Fiealth).  The  effect  of  the  use  of  these  modern  appliances  will  be¬ 
come  more  apparent  as  Maryport  expands,  and  should  mean  the  virtual 
abolition  of  smoke  on  the  newer  housing  sites. 
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Private  builders  were  also  requested  to  instal  only  modem  and  approved 
types  of  solid  fuel  burning  appliances  in  all  new  houses  and  development 
and  this  action  met  with  a  fair  measure  of  success. 

7  visits  were  paid  to  industrial  premises  in  connection  with  the  abate¬ 
ment  of  smoke  nuisances. 


HOUSING 

Approximately  145  houses  subject  to  Demolition  Orders  which  have 
been  vacated  are  illegally  re-occupied.  It  is  hoped  that  the  Council  will 
rigidly  enforce  the  provisions  of  the  Housing  Act,  1936,  and  when  any  con¬ 
demned  house  becomes  vacant  in  the  future,  take  steps  to  ensure  its  demo¬ 
lition  or  closure. 

Section  13  (i)  of  the  Housing  Act,  1936,  states:  "When  a  Demolition 
Order  under  this  Part  of  this  Act  has  become  operative,  the  owner  or  owners 
of  the  house  to  which  it  applies  shall  demolish  that  house  within  the  time 
limited  in  that  behalf  by  the  order;  and  if  the  house  is  not  demolished  within 
that  time  the  local  authority  shall  enter  and  demolish  the  house  and  sell  the 
materials  thereof.”  It  will  be  noted  that  the  Council  is  required  to  carry 
out  demolition  of  houses  in  respect  of  which  Demolition  Orders  are  opera¬ 
tive  should  the  owners  fail  to  do  so  within  the  prescribed  period. 

During  the  year  the  Council  completed  68  new  permanent  dwellings  at 
Ewanrigg.  In  addition  work  continued  on  the  roads  and  sewers  on  the  site 
at  Ewanrigg  Hall  for  270  houses.  8  of  these  houses  were  completed  and 
work  continued  or  was  commenced  on  a  further  168  houses.  9  new  private 
houses  were  built  during  the  year.

FOOD 

MILK  SUPPLY 

There  were  1 1  persons  registered  as  carrying  on  the  trade  of  milk  dis¬ 
tributor  in  the  Urban  District;  of  these  2  had  premises  outside  the  district. 

Six  dealers’  licences  authorising  the  use  of  the  special  designation  “Pas¬ 
teurised”  and  4  licences  authorising  the  use  of  the  special  designation  “Tuber¬ 
culin  Tested”  were  issued. 
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Following  on  the  transfer  of  powers  relating  to  milk  production  to  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  on  October  1st,  1949,  the  arrange¬ 
ments  with  the  County  Council  for  the  sampling  of  milk  were  discontinued. 

A  new  milk  sampling  scheme  under  which  the  Council  agreed  to  act  a 
agents  for  the  County  Council  came  into  operation  in  the  1st  May,  nou. 
This  scheme  provides  primarily  for  the  protection  of  milk  consumers  from 
tubercular  milk  and  involves  the  twice  yearly  sampling  of  accredited  and  un¬ 
graded  milk  sold  in  the  Urban  District.  Milk  may  also  be  sampled  tor  clean¬ 
liness,  on  complaint  by  a  consumer. 

Altogether  28  samples  of  milk  were  taken  and  submitted  for  biological 
examination  to  the  Cumberland  Pathological  Laboratory,  Carlisle.  27  ot 
these  samples  were  reported  negative  for  Tubercle  and  one  sample  positive. 

On  a  sample  of  milk  being  reported  as  tubercular,  a  thorough  investi¬ 
gation  is  made  and  suitable  action  taken  by  the  Veterinary  Officers  of  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries.  I  am  kindly  informed  by  Mr.  John 
Reid,  Veterinary  Officer  of  that  Authority,  that  in  so  far  as  the  Urban  Dis¬ 
trict  of  Mary  port  was  concerned,  one  cow  was  slaughtered  under  the  tuber¬ 
culosis  Order,  1938,  during  the  year  under  review,  following  receipt  of  a 
report  from  the  Cumberland  Pathological  Laboratory  on  the  tubercular 
sample  of  milk  referred  to  above. 

24  visits  were  made  during  the  year  to  dairies  including  visits  for  samp¬ 
ling  repeat  sampling  and  inspection  of  premises.  One  complaint,  regarding 
milk  unsatisfactory  as  to  cleanliness,  was  received.  In  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  the  County  Sampling  Scheme  this  milk  was  sampled  and  on 
being  found  unsatisfactory  notification  was  sent  to  the  Milk  Production 
Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries. 

MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS 

All  the  slaughtering  was  carried  out  at  the  Public  Abattoir  during 
195(L  under  the  Regional  Scheme  of  the  Ministry  of  Food. 

Regular  visits  of  inspection  were  made  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  to  the 
Maryport  Abattoir  and  a  high  standard  of  meat  inspection  was  maintained. 

Tapeworm  cysts  again  made  their  appearance  in  beasts  killed  during  the 
year  considerably  increasing  the  work  of  inspection.  19  beasts  were  diag¬ 
nosed  as  being  affected  with  Cysticerus  Bovis,  the  parasite  being  found  in  the 
head  in  15  cases,  in  the  diaphragm  in  3  and  in  the  heart  in  1.

The  1,265  lbs.  of  fish,  all  in  state  of  decomposition,  included  182  lbs. 
of  cured  fish,  24  lbs.  of  prawns  and  84  lbs.  of  crabs. 

The  canned  goods  comprised  fish,  fruit,  jam,  etc.,  meat,  milk,  pickles, 
soups,  vegetables  and  mustard. 

In  addition  .10,820  lbs,  of  other  foods  were  condemned.  This  included 
508  lbs.  of  ice  cream  which  failed  to  comply  with  the  Ice  Cream  (Heat 
Treatment)  Regulations,  1949,  and  5,5801bs.  of  plums  and  l,6801bs.  of  French 
beans  which  were  contaminated  with  Diesel  oil  whilst  in  transit  to  a  local 
canning  factory. 

All  the  food  material  was  surrendered  voluntarily  by  the  tradesmen 
concerned. 

Bakehouses. — There  are  19  bakehouses  on  the  register,  9  of  which  may 
be  considered  non-domestic.  It  was  not  found  necessary  to  take  action  in 
respect  of  conditions  at  bakehouses  during  the  year. 

Other  Premises  where1  Food  is  Prepared. — 29  inspections  were  made  by 
the  Sanitary  Inspector  of  premises  where  food  is  prepared.  Verbal  warn¬ 
ing  was  given  in  certain  instances  and  resulted  in  the  attainment  of  the  de¬ 
sired  standard  of  hygiene. 

Ice  Cream . — 9  samples  of  Ice  Cream  were  submitted  to  the  Methylene 
Blue  Test.  Of  these  6  camples  were  reported  as  being  Grade  1,  and  the  re¬ 
maining  3  samples  as  Grade  3.  In  the  case  of  unsatisfactory  samples,  re¬ 
visits  wpre  made  to  the  vendor  or  manufacturer  and  appropriate  advice  and 
instruction  given;  where  necessary  repeat  samples  were  taken.  66  per  cent, 
of  the  samples  examined  were  found  to  be  Grade  1  (satsfactory)  as  compared 
with  36  per  cent,  in  1949. 


Licensed  Premises. — 28  licensed  premises  were  inspected.  Of  these,  21 
had  either  insufficient  or  unsatisfactory  sanitary  accommodation  and  repre¬ 
sentations  were  made  to  owners  to  effect  improvements  wherever  possible. 
The  sanitary  accommodation  at  one  hotel  was  reconstructed  and  consider¬ 
ably  improved.

Scarlet  Fever  was  more  in  evidence,  there  being  16  notifications  as 
against  8  in  1949.  No  death  occurred  among  these.  7  of  the  cases  were 
removed  to  an  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital.  Whenever  possible  scarlet  fever 
cases  are  nursed  at  home. 


No  Diphtheria  case  was  notified  in  the  district,  as  was  also  the  case  in 
1946,  1947,  1948  and  1949.  During  the  year  303  children  (under  15)  were 
immunised  against  Diphtheria. 

There  were  no  notifications  of  Pneumonia.  The  total  deaths  recorded 
from  the  disease  (all  forms)  numbered  6.
